MAYNE'S "PEANUT" FIASCO AND THE 


JEFFRIES SUIT. 


Olvil Court convened on Monday with 


nearly twenty cases on the trial list bat 
when the latter was gone ovor -all were 
continued or had been settled except six. 
This made the term a eh'ort one as has 


n the record for several years. 
Prob- 


ably the scarcity of jury trials is due to 
ibe fact that litigants have discovered that 
itis cheaper to settle their disputes through 
attorneys. Two of the cases tried Monday 
were of interest to Bristol people. 
In one 


the borough was defendant and an old sol- 
dier named Warden the plaintiff. 
Gilke- 


eon & James represented the borough and 
William 0. Mayne, the plaintiff. Warden 
md been restrained from peddling pea- 
nuts by the borough authorities. 
He 


claimed the right to do this under a li- 
cence purportingto have been granted by 
;he Treasurer of Philadelphia under an 
act conferring such privileges upon old 
soldiers and sailors and asked for dama- 
ges. Mr. Gilkeaon, however, cited legal 
authority to show that none of. the provi- 
sions of the Act had been complied with, 
such as a Prothonatary's certificate at- 
tached to the license, and that moreover 
she City Treasurer was not authorized by 
law to issue licenses and that a special 
act prohibited peddling in Bucks county. 
The court instructed the jury to find fur 
the borough. 
Another Bristol case was 


that of John Jeffries against Edgar A. 
Peltries, a suit to recover rent, Gilkeson & 
James representing the plaintiff and Fred- 
erick Stuckert the defendant. 
The plain- 


tiff claimed rent for a house at $108 a 
year from 1893 to 1901. He had been paid 
(108 and had credited the defendant with 
$415 {or merchandise, leaving due a bal- 
ance of $887. The defendant declared 
that the shoe was on the other foot, he 
[laving loaned the plan tiff $800 and sup- 
plied him v.itn merchandise worth $110, 
leaving a balance due him amounting to 
$110.51. 


The jury returned a verdict in favor of 


John Jeffries, the plaintiff, for $887. 
The 


last jury trial was heard Tuesday morn- 
ing when a verdict for $5950.35 and costs 
was rendered in favor of the plaintiff in 
the cgee of the Langhorne Electric Light 
and Power Company against the New- 
town, Langhorne and Bristol Street Rail- 
way Company, a suit to recover for ex- 
penses involved in increasing the facilities 
of the plaintiff's plant in the effort to car- 
ry out an agreement with the defendant 
company which was subequently abrogat- 
ed. 
At Monday morning's session the 


Court handed down an opinion relating to 
a motion to quash a bill of indictment in 
the case of Charles Cooper and Thomas 
Murray, against whom indictments were 
pending for bringing cattle into the State 
In violation of the law intended to prohib- 
it the importation of diseased animals. 
The Court had been asked to quash the 
bill npon the grounds that the law is un- 
constitutional. The Court held that while 
certain sections o! the Act might be un- 
constitutional those under which the bill 
was drawn were clearly constitutional and 
the motion to quash was overruled. 


MOKE PROMINENT INDEPENDENTS 


AGAINST FUSION. 


Still they come! Another prominent 


and influential citizen of the county for- 
merly classed as an insurgent Republican 
has declared against fusion and for the 
straight Republican ticket. He la Captain 
William Wynkoop, of Newtown. Here is 
what Captain Wynkoop has to say: 


"For several years past I have, on re- 


quest, signed the nomination papers of the 
Prohibition party simply to give them the 
chance to better vote their ticket if print- 
ed on the official ballot. 
This Fall when 


asked to sign the fusion papers I did so 
with the name understanding and stated 
at the time that I did not consider the act 
of signing carried with it any obligation to 
vote that ticket. 
I was at Harrisbnrg 


when Judge Pennypacker was nominated, 
and at once resolved to support him, as I 
considered the main cause for dissatisfac- 
tion was removed by the nomination of 
one having so good a record. 


"I have always admired the fearless 


record of Hampton W. Rice, and would 
have gladly voted for him again bad be 
been regularly nominated for re-elcetion, 
but as I consider the election of a United 
States Senator especially important I fear 
to place any one in a poistion where be 
would owe his election to Democratic 
votes and would naturally feel constrained 
to vote for Democratic measures and a 
Democratic United States Senator. 


"I have, therefore, no hesitation in say- 


ing that I shall support the Republican 
ticket throughout, and can aee no good 
reason why those classed as independent 
should support the fusion ticket. 
They 


certainly cannot remedy matters by BO do- 
ing, and would simply jeoparadize the 
county, Congressional and State tickets 
by thus Toting." 


It cannot be said that Captain Wynkoop 


has any mercenary motive in taking this 
position. 
He is not seeking office or 


political power. 
A good soldier and a 


good citizen, 
Captain Wynkoop never 


fears to express his honest convictions OB 
any public question, and in this instance 
he believes it to be the duty of every Re 
publican to support the party ticket from 
top to bottom. He even admits that he 
would have been' pleased had Rice been 
nominated, but in spite of his regard for 
the latter's record he cannot support him 
as a candidate on the Democratic ticket 
or any other candidate who would be like- 
ly to vote for a Democrat for United 
States Senator. Captain Wynkoop feels 
that he ia entirely consistent and honor- 
able in adopting this course, otherwise he 
could not be induced to take the stand he 
and so many other prominent independent 
Republicans have taken on this question 
of fusion.

THE RICE AND EDWARDS LETTERS. 
The Rice and Edwards letters of accept- 


ance, which appeared in the Intelligencer 
ast week, are regarded here as very ab- 
surd productions. 
Voters nre asking why 


they did not introduce the initiative and 
referendum long ago if they deem it of 
such importance as to warrant a promise 
:o do so in future. 
Rice, especially, has 


lad eight years in which to broach the 
matter in the Legislature. In his indi- 
vidual letter Rice is believed to have con- 
sulted with another, for 'part of it sounds 
like Rice and part of it sounds like the 
product of another mind. It is conceded 
to be an exceedingly egotistical epistle and 
equivalent to the public declaration that 
the present Republican Senator and Dem- 
ocratic nominee has no equal in the 
county, for it never intimates that by any 
possible chance could there have been 
substituted for Aaron any other citizen so 
fully quallified to legislate for the people 
of this county [as its distinguished aathor. 
There is also resentment felt over the 
statement that the Republican ticket was 
named by three or four men where three 
or four thousand Republicans endorsed it 
while as a matter of fact Rice's own nomi- 
nation in the fusion ticket was dictated by 
five Democrats against the protests of a 
large number of the members of that 
party. 
Then again, Rice declares that 


his political convictions and opinions are 
unchanged, and that he stands just where 
he has always stood. Democrats have not 
accepted him for their love of him and 
this will and should lose him a large num- 
ber of Democratic votes, for he cannot ex- 
pect Democrats to support him when he 
says in effect that he is not in sympathy 
with the party and its cause. Of course, 
Democrats will accept whatever Republi- 
can votes are cast for Rice with the hope 
that they will also include the Democratic 
county ticKet, but Democrats themselves 
will cut Rice.

An Important Decision. 


From the Pitteburg Dispatch 
' 


The Supreme Court of Indiana has de< 


cided that the process of "sweating" pris- 
oners is illegal, and has awarded Arthur 
Steele, the plaintiff in a suit against the 
Sheriff of Howard county, $100 damages 
for false imprisonment. Steele was sus- 
pected of larceny and was placed in the 
"iweatbox," although not under arrest. 
The 
court held that an officer cannot 


legally hold a person in custody for a 
longer period than it reasonably necessary 
to obtain a proper warrant. Til is ex- 
•atly the aame decision recently rendered 
In the Allegheny County Courts. Passing 
to the "sweating" ordeal the Indiana 
Court, all the Judges concurring, declared 
that any mistreatment of a person de- 
tained 
is sufficient cause for personal 


damages, and that the $100 awarded was 
moderate in view of the facts. 
A few 


more such judgments would have a salu- 
tary effect In abating this practice, which, 
of late years, has become notorious.
